spector James Taylor and R. Y. Williams were being lowered into'the shaft 
when they discovered the flames about a hundred feet from the bottom of 
the shaft and toward the exit shaft They signalled for an ascent and or- 
dered the fire department. The water P0w.er proved Insufficient and within 
a short time the shaft was giving.forth .volume of smoke and the heai be- 
came excessive.

Cherry, .111., Nov. 15.—Hope-has all 


but been banished by the relatives of 
the 300 or more men, now numbered 
as victims in the greatest mine dis- 
aster In the history of Illinois. 
That 


not one man of the hundreds entombed 
In the St.' Paul Coal company's mine 
will be taken from It alive is the prac- 
tically unanimous opinion of those on 
the scene. 
Rescuers, equipped, with 


.oxygen helniets, and all the parapher- 
nalia used in mine rescue work, who 
entered the mine today added to the 
general, horror of the situation by de- 
claring that the mine was still on fire 
and caving in in many places. 
They 


were unable to penetrate more than a 
few feet from the main shaft In .the 
second vein. 
Their equipment -was 


useless in the smoke and gas-choked 
chambers. 


No Sign.of Life Was Seen. 


That every bit of 'oxygen or life-giv- 


ing air had been exhausted many 
-hours ago was .declared certain. Three 
descents were made, but no ,sigri of, 
life was seen and the rescuers de- 
clared that no life'could exist'for hun- 
dreds of feet beyond the shaft' 'en- 


1 'trance. A few miners' caps and lamps 
were seen—tragic tokens of the first 
mad rush for safety by the miners who 
escaped, but no 'bodies were found. 
This indicated' to the rescuers 
that 


when the miners realized they were 
penned hopelessly'in a pit from which 
there was no exit they rushed to the 
furthermost end of the vein where 
some air might be found that would 
keep them alive'till help came. 


Frantic protests against the action 


of the state commission in- ordering the 
entrance sealed 
followed and grew 


greater as the hours passed. Despite 
the'expostulations of'-relatives of _the 
imprisoned 
ones, 
experienced mine 


workers asserted It was the only way 
to end the flre and offer any hope of 


. escape to those within. 


Would Have'Prevented Sacrifice, 
President Richard Newsam, of tha 


state commission, who was on the 
jrouml early declared' he would have 
prevented a futile attempt of Superin- 
tendent. Bundy and others to enter, the 
mine Immediately after the explosion. 
He asserted that even at the time any 
chance of escape by the main shaft at 
that'time was impossible until the fire-

State-Mine Inspector Taylor said that 
a small supply of air still existed In 
the mine and that It was a fighting 
chance for those within.

denied by miners who Inspected the 
openings yesterday.

McFadden, for years a miner, and one 
of the last men to leave the mine alive, 
reluctantly said that with the closing 
of the shaft Saturday night the last 
vestige of hope of the entombed men 
had vanished. 


EARLY MORNING PLANS. 


This morning it -was the plan of the 


state mining officials, who have taken 
charge of the mine since the ner on 
Saturday last to raise the cover of the 
hoisting shaft and lower a cage of 
rescuers to the third vein, where if 
alive, the men now 400 feet beneath 
the surface, are waiting. 
Late last 


night the air shaft the only opening 
besides the hoisting shaft -was her- 
metically sealed. From the time the 
descent to the second vein was made 
by men In buckets a force of laborers 
worked until near midnight covering

The' women 
complained-bitterly as the sealing of 
the- shaft. seemed -to cut off all air 
While It was true that the air would 
be shut off. mining officials declared 
that the men, If alive', would not be af- 
fected by the total sealing, except that 
it would probably put an end to the 
fire still-smouldering in the timbers 
and thus leave more necessary oxygen 
for the men. 


Believed All Wore Dead. 


David Ross, secretary of the state 


labor commission, who arrived h»re 
yesterday, declared last night it was 
extremely improbable any one would 
be found living. Richardson Newsam 
president of the state mining board 
said that it would-be a-miracle if any 
one had been spared. 


Yesterday's attempts . to send men 


to the bottom proved futile, because 
they could not reach a foothold at the 
entrance of the gallery from the buck- 
ets In which they were lowered. Under 
direction ot James S. Taylor, state 
mine Inspector of the Third district 
and President Ne-wsam. the regular 
cage will be lowered. It fits the shaft 
like a piston and the persons It win 
carry can step from It into any gallery 
entrance. 


Mrs. Fanny Back, wife of J p 


Buck, chief clerk of the mine has or-

R. R. Reid, a miner, is said.to have 


heard or felt a shod: resembling a re- 
volver shot or an .explosion.

Buck, chief clerk of the St. Paul Coal 
jcompany, employed about-the mine-for 
thirty years, asserted no revolver shot 
could have been heard or felt upon the 
surface. 
Other officials declared that 


the explosion of a stick of dynamite 
would be unlikely anyway and that It 
wo'uld serve, if it occurred, to lessen 
the chances of the men's surviving. The 
resumption of the coroner's Investiga- 
tion is an important event scheduled 
for today. 


State's Attorney Kckcrt, of Bureau 


county, and David Ross, secretary of 
the state labor commission, expect to 
adduce further evidence regarding the

Steinheil, the tragic widow, was ac- 
quitted at an early hour Sunday morn- 
ing by a jury of the charge of murder- 
Ing -her husband, Adolphe Steinheil 
the painter, and her stepmother, Mme

The jury brought in Its ver'dici 


shortly before 1 o'clock after a delib- 
eration of over two hours. The' jury 
ceased. deliberations three times to 
get explanations of the case from the 
president of the court and' this was 
taken as an. indication that on the 
first ballot the majority probably was 
for conviction. 
. ' 


To some degree sentiment arid a 


stuffy crowded courtroom" favored'"the 
prisoner, and. the delay caused much 
apprehension: With the first' appear- 
ance o'f the. jury, however; several of 
-..whom. :we're smiling, an instinctive 
•feeling of acquittal flashed through the 
courtroom:'

leagues. Men and women In the rear 
of the hall jumped and screamed for 
joy. The judge threatened to clear the 
courtroom and .-when a semblance of 
order was restored he called- 
"Bring in the accused." 


Applause Revived Her. 


Fully two minutes passed before the 


black robed figure with a white face 
drooping on her breast appeared in the 
doorway, supported on either side by 
a gendarme. The woman swayed and 
seemed to be fainting, but in response 
to a wild outburst of cheers she lifted 
her head and looked about, smiling 
faintly in acknowledgment. Then she 
tottered forward and . sank on 
the 


floor beside the rail. 


When the judge pronounced the ver- 


dict her faint murmur of thanks was 
hardly heard. An instant after M. Au- 
bln was over the rail lifting her In his 
arms. The crowd surged forward in a 
solid wall, making -the rafters ring 
•with cheers. 


Outside the gloomy court tens of 


thousands who had been waiting for 
hours took up the cry. Special edi- 
tions of the papers spread the news 
like wildfire through the boulevards, 
where thousands more were waiting in 
front of the cafes and the same scenes 
of rejoicing were witnessed th»rc 


The ceremony of liberating Mme. 


Steinheil took place soon after her ac- 
quittal, and the woman, heavily veiled 
accompanied by a relative and one 
of her lawyers, entered a high powered 
motor car and dashed away to an un- 
known destination, hotly pursued by 
newspaper reporters.

HANGING OF NEGRO 


BY MOB HAS ECHO 


Second Time in History of 


Court Such Action Has 


Been Taken. 


Washington. Nov. 15.—Ninety days' 


Imprisonment was Imposed today upon 
former Sheriff Joseph F. Shlpp. of 
Chattanooga. Tenn.. by the supreme 
court of the United States for con- 
tempt ot court In failing to prevent 
the lynching of a negro, Ed Johnson, 
convicted of assault, but whose exe- 
cution had been delayed by the court

of the accused were exonerated, and In 
the end only six were found guilty.

defendants entered motions of rehear- 
ing, which had the effect of postponing 
action, until this fall. On Nov. 1, re- 
hearing was denied and the six- men 
ordered before the court for sentence 
today.

Shipp Failed in His Duty, 


In "Investigating the case the su- 


preme court found that Johnson was 
removed from Chattanooga to Nash- 
ville before his trial because of fear 
that he would be- lynched.

Potato Salad. 


Potato salad, as usually served, 


often disliked because of the hits of 
raw onion which are mixed through it. 
Instead of this put .this odorous sea- 
soning In the dressing and the result 
will be better in every way; also add 
at least halt of the dressing to the po- 
tatoes while they are still hot in this 
fashion: 
Prepare them at first by 


paring and cutting in small dice, then 
boiling gently in salted water until 
tender, but unbroken; this takes hard- 
ly more than ten minutes. While they 
are cooking mix together four table- 
spoonfuls of olive oil. a teaspoonful of 
fine salt and a scant half teaspoonfu 
of white pepper: into this drop grad- 
ually with vigorous stirring one table- 
spoonful of vinegar and two teaspoon- 
fuls of onion juice until the mixture Is 
very sightly thickened 
and clouded 


Drain the potatoes anfl sprinkle the 
dressing over them, turning gentij 
through with a sliver fork that it ma> 
permeate evenly, then set aside untl 
chilled. Just before serving add ono 
or. more hard boiled eggs cut fine and 
a second amount of dressing, this tlm° 
without the onion juice, and servf 
with watercress as a garnish. Thii 
gives a salad far different from thi 
usual one. a dish which in all probab 
ility will have call for repetition.

at Huntertown. 


Andrew Mong. 40 years of age, em- 


ployed as a motorman on the Toledo 
and Chicago Interurban line, was al- 
most Instantly killed by an electric 
shock at Huntertown at 4:20 o'clock 
Sunday afternoon. 
The accident oc- 


curred In front of the interurban sta- 
tion there and was witnessed by a 
number of persons. 


Mong was motorman on a south 


.bound car due In Fort Wayne at 4:52 
o'clock. 
"When his car slopped at 


Huntertown he alighted and attempt- 
d to turn on the headlight He failed, 
however, to first throw the connecting 
switch, and received the full force of 
he heavy voltage. In an unconscious 
ondltion the man was carried into the 
station, where death ensued a few mo- 
nents later. 


Request -was sent to Fort Wayne for 


he coroner, and at 10 o'clock Sunday 
night the body of the dead man was 
aken to Kendallvllle. Hong is said to 
lave had no family. His home was in 
Sprlngfleld. 111., and he had been em- 
ployed on the line only since the strike 
a few months ago. 


The unfortunate man had received 


an'injury to his eyes by the flashing 
of a fuse which he was replacing on 
Saturday, and friends urged him not to 
ittempt to •work on Sunday. 
His 


brother, who is' also an employe on the 
T. & C. line, waa in the Interurban sta- 
tion In this city when news of the 
tatality at Huntertown was telephoned 
there. 


The remains were brought to Fort 


Wayne today in charge of the brother 
and were transferred to the Wabash 
for Danville, 111., where the funeral 
services and Interment wlll'occur. 


Traction officials say that the volt- 


age received by Mong was very light 
—but 300—and that physicians 
who 


had been attending him say Mong was 
suffering from a weak heart. It Is as- 
serted that, ordinarily an electric shock 
of this strength would not prove a 
serious affair.

Heroes Meet Death'in the 


Mine at Cherry Trying 


to Rescue Victims. 


Cherry, 111., Nov. 15.~The story of 


the fourteen heroes who went down 
to their death In the blazing shaft of 
the Cherry mine and of the two men 
who came.back, seared by fire and 
blackened by smoke, to tell the ghast- 
ly, story. Is being related here today 
in all Its detalli and forms one of ths 
most enthralling narrative* hi the his- 
tory of mining In thli country. " ' \ 


Standing out above all the rest Is 


the story of Dr. L. B. Howe, the St 


aul company's 
physician, who was 


;he first rescuer to enter the mine. 
Seven times beforo the other rescuers 
began to go down into the burning 
shaft this young Rush Medic gradu- 
ate went down alone into the flaming 
pit and each time he brought to the 
surface his quota of saved. Twenty- 
five miners owe their Uves to him' 


Today his hands are badly burned, 


but he shows no other scars. When 
asked to describe his experiences he 
merely shrugged his broad shoulders 
and said: 


"I couldn't have done anything else 


than I. did. It's not worth talking 
about Besides, I'm too busy to talk 
'•.oday. 
. 


The disaster brought to Ught many 


)ther heroes. Among these was John 
Reed, a'Spring. .Valley 
miner, who, 


while fighting his way through the 
Jlindlni: smake, stumbled across the 
Jody of a little "trapper" boy who had 
been overcome at his post of duty at 
one of the trap doors that controls the 
air. supply. 
. 


Stooping, the miner felt the boy's 


leart, and, finding that life still ex- 
isted, he picked up the unconscious 
lorm and placing It upon his shoulder 
staggered on until met by one of the 
rescuers. Both reached the surface In 
safety. 


The fire, as has been told, .broke out 


when several bales of bay became ig- 
nited from a torch carried by Alex 
Rosenjack, a miner. He had gone down 
to the level ot the 'first vein and the 
hay took fire on the trip down. Reach- 
Ing the level 
Rosenjaek seized the 


blazing bales and attempted to draw 
them to the shaft of the second vein, 
intending to hurl them into the sump 
which was full of water. 


Before he could do so the woodwork 


of the level had taken fiame and 
fanned by a strong draft, was sweep- 
ing up the first shaft to the open air 
above. 
In the face of the fire Rosen 


jack leaped into the cage and had him 
self hauled to the surface. 


There he found Alexander Nosberg, 


foreman of one of the levels! and thir- 
teen other men who had rushed to the 
nrouth of the shaft when the smoke 
first arose. Rosenjack told his story 
and said that there were a score or 
more of men on the level below being 
suffocated. 


Men Who Dared Death. 


Nosber'g turned to his companions 


and asked for volunteers. Every man 
present stepped forward. These men 
were: 


DR. L. B. HOWE, the mine's phy- 


sician. 


THOMAS BAILIFF, postmaster of 
Cherry. 


JOHN SLOTT, merchant. 
JOHN BtJNDY, manager

mine.

Smoko at this time was pouring In 


clouds from the 
open mouth of tho 


shaft. 
It seemed as if no one could 


live In It, yet there was not the least 
hesitation on the part of any of the 
volunteers as the car started on the 
descent. 


Whole Level in Flimei. 


At the bottom of the shaft the res- 


cuers found the whole level in flames. 
Indistinctly -through the smoke they 
could see miners huddled together in 
panlc-strickeh groups or fallen down 
in little piles of humanity overcome by 
the smoke.. Many of these men were 
already dead. Others were too weak 
to rise and were calling faintly for as- 
sistance. 
All the . electric lights In 


the level had gone out and the' scene 
was Illuminated only by the roaring 
flames. 


As soon as the car stopped the men 


rushed out and sought to-drag the 
prostrate miners toward the car. Some 
of the men on the level mustered 
enough strength to stagger over to it. 
In &' few minutes the cage was filled 
with men half.strangled and blistered, 
the clothes of some afire, the hair of 
others burned off their heads. 


As the car started up It was found 


that Dr. Howe and Rosenjack were not 
aboard. In the confusion and semi- 
darkness they, evidently, had lost their 
way In the level and were themselves 
as close to death 'as the men they had 
gone down to rescue. 
They had two 


chances of escape and only two. One 
was to catch the empty car on the 
other side of the shaft, which was then 
going, down, and the other to wait un- 
til the car In which Nosberg and his 
party were could come down again. 


." 
Saved by Cool Head's. 


Dr. Howe arid Rosenjack, it appears, 


were sufficiently cool-headed to'seize 
the .first chance. 
They . got Into the 


second. car as It came down, almost 
exhausted, and flung themselves pros- 
trate on the cage floor. 


All around them "the level was' in 


flames. The fierce fire was swinging 
toward them and they knew, although 
barely conscious, that unless the car 
above started to come down In a few 
minutes they must perish. While they 
waited through' what seemed an etern- 
ity a form staggered toward -them out 
of the scorching darkness. Dr. Howe 
struggled to his knees and mustered 
the strength to call out.'
